There are so 
many po ssible causes o f twin In this 
regio n that In the past phy sicians 
hav e o ften had tro uble In disco v er­ 
ing the o ne respo nsible in any par­ 
ticular ease. 
Ho wev er, during the past few 
y ears, it has beert disco v ered that 
gno st recurrent attacks cf back­ 
ache and many cases o f lo ng-co n­ 
tinued backache are due to co ndi­ 
tio ns affecting the interv ertebral 
disks. 
Hence, to day , when the do cto r is 
co nfro nted with a case o f back­ 
ache, the cause o f which is no t 
clear, he will first inv estigate this 
po ssibility . The Interv ertebral disks 
are little ro unds o f cartilage winch 
lo in the bo nes o f the spine to gether 
and act as a so rt o f cushio n fo r 
thani. 
On set of Pain 
The mo st co mmo n ty po o f pain 
in the lewer part o f the back asso ­ 
ciated with injury to these disks is 
luinbaao . In this co nditio n there is 
sudden o nset o f pnln. with tender - 
net« o v er the mun cle. 
The attack may last fo r a taw 
ho urs o r fo r sev eral day s. 
Net o nly is there pain, but so me 
limitatio n o f the mo v ement o f the 
back, particularly in fo rward bend­ 
ing. As » rule, the patient may bend 
redewise witho ut pain. 
Between attacks, the back may be 
no rmal. 
The patient o ften feels 
all right wlum he Is ly ing do wn, 
but has a return o f the pain o n 
ex ercising, sitiing, o r standing. 
Injured Disk 
An X-ray ex aminatio n usually 
will rev eal the presence o f the in­ 
jured disk.

Says Hitler Lives 
Ebright Discusses 
Ohio Bonus Costs 


NEW YORK, March 13—Is it go ­ 
ing to co st Ohio o nly $200,000.000 
in bo nds to pay its Wo rld War II 
bo nus? 
That’s the figure Ohio 's State 
Treasu rer Do n H. Ebright set as 
a po ssibility y esterday in a talk 
to the municipal fo rum. 
The state Is autho rized to issue 
$27 5,000,000 in bo nds to pay a max ­ 
imum bo nus o f $400. 
Sale o f a 
$200,000,000 issue is set fo r nex t 
Tuesday . 
Ebright, a member o f the state 
sinking fund co mmissio n which is 
administering the bo nus, said cu r­ 
rent estimates o f bo nus pay ment 
to tals are 820,000 at an av erage o f 
$300 fo r a to tal o f $246.000.000. 
Of this sum, $25,000,000 was ap­ 
pro priated 
fro m 
treasury 
funds, 
leav ing o nly $20,000,000 to $25,000,- 
000 to be added to co mplete the 
pay ments, Ebright said. That sum, 
he added, might easily be o btained 
fro m an accumulatio n o f treasu ry 
surplus. ’ 
“If rev enues co ntinue as they are 
presently co ming 
into the state 
treasu rer, ana barring any u nfo re­ 
seen needs,” he ex plained, “there 
sho uld be ample funds In the treas­ 
ury u nappro priated, which co uld be 
used to make up the necessary 
amo u nt to co mplete the pay ments. 
“Perso nally . I am o f the o pinio n 
that there will no t be ano ther bo nd 
Issue.”
